M inneapolis, May 24.—The Presby­ 
terian general assembly transacted a 
d<»al of routine business without any 
friction, and adjourned to view the 
Minneapolis suburban lakes and Minne­ 
haha Falls.

In tho MeGiffert matter, 
the committee on bills and overtures 
was considering two reports and it was 
likely that they would be presented as 
majority aud minority reports. 
One

w ait on Dr. MeGiffert and invite him 
to recast his theology on Presbyterian 
lines or else have the kindness to resign 
without further discussion. The other, 
is was said, was along sterner lines and 
looked to Dr. McGiffert’s involuntary 
withdrawal from the church at the 
earliest possible date. 
But the New 
York presbytery wants no more heresy 
trials. The Peoria overture had strong 
backing and was expected to bring out 
an exciting debate. 
The liberals in 
church policy, who include the large 
numbers of the theological conserva­ 
tives, was expected to unite their forces 
in support of the Peoria method of ap­ 
port intr committees by the assembly, 
instead of by the moderator. 
The short afternoon session was 
wholly occupied by discussion of the 
report of the committee on aid for col­ 
leges aud academies and discussions 
upon it. The report had already been 
published in part. Dr. John Baloom 
Shaw of New York presented the com­ 
mittee’s report. It was a cordial in­ 
dorsement of the board’s work. Among 
the recommendations were that $150,000 
be raised by the churches for the board 
next year, exclusive of individual gifts; 
that men of wealth keep the colleges 
aud schools in mind when giving, that 
some Sunday near the day of prayer 
for colleges be set aside as education 
Sunday and that collections be at that 
time taken up for the board.

AMALGAMATED WAGES.

D etr o it, May 24.—A communication 
was received by the Amalgamated asso­ 
ciation convention from the tinplate 
and bar iron manufacturers stating that 
their representatives will be here to­ 
morrow for the purpose of meeting the 
association aud coming to an agreement 
in the matter of wages and rates. 
The convention decided, it was said, 
that the same price shall be paid for all 
light scrap, worked alone in a boiling 
furnace, as for working wrought iron 
turnings, and that the puddlers and 
boilers shall be paid for all blooms and 
sliders equivalent to 490 pounds wThere 
the charge is 500 pounds per heat when 
it is no fault of the boiler. 
Where pot metal or stove plate is 
worked alone, or mixed, 50 cents per ton 
extra shall be paid, bnt if the stove plate 
or pot metal to the extent of IOO pounds 
or less is worked with pig metal, no extra 
shall be paid. 
When mixed material is 
worked, not provided for by the scale, 
the mean price between the prices of 
the material used shall be made, the 
proportion not to go below one-third. 
Five heats shall constitute a day’s work 
on double turn, six heats single turn and 
in mills working three turns, five heats 
per turn shall constitute a day’s work. 
Some action will probably be taken 
which will make a general increase in 
salaries of the officers of the association, 
as there seemed a sentiment that they 
were underpaid. 


R eport on D etroit Railway*.

— Secretary 
Hay received from I Resident Scil ur man 
of the Philippine commission a long 
message giving the results of meetings 
held with tin* native Filipino commis­ 
sion. sent by Aguinaldo to treat with 
the Americans. 
The message was laid 
before tho president. He was very much 
gratified at its contents, which were 
said to be very enconragiugs for the 
outlook that something definite may be 
accomplished. President SThurman re­ 
ported that the native commissioners 
will take back to their people the propo­ 
sition for a form of government, etc., 
suggested by the American commis­ 
sion. 
It was stated on the authority of a 
gentleman who spent some time with 
the president that contrary to reports 
from Manila there were no differences 
of any consequence between the mili­ 
tary and civilian members of the com­ 
mission. 
M a n ila, May 24.—The Filipino com­ 
missioners spent part of Tuesday at the 
residence of the American commis­ 
sioners. They discussed every point of 
the scheme of government and the 
peace proclamation details, asking for 
information as to what personal rights 
would be guaranteed them. Colonel 
Charles Den by of the American com­ 
mission explained that they would be 
the same as under the United States 
constitution. 
The Filipinos also de­ 
sired information as to the school sys­ 
tem to be established, and approved of 
the American poiicy of the separation 
of church and state. They chiefly ob­ 
jected to the scheme on the ground 
that it gave them personal liberty, 
which they know they would have, but 
did not give them political liberty. 
Finally, the Filipinos said they were 
personally pleased with the plan, but 
could not endorse it officially. During 
the day the Filipino commissioners 
called upon Major General Otis. 
There was much comment here on the 
outing the Filipinos were enjoying. 
They were dressed in blue coats, scarlet 
trousers and gold lace and drive about 
the city revelling in the attention be­ 
stowed upon them,which was evidently 
exceedingly gratifying to them. 
Tney 
were the centers of continual levees at 
Filipino houses, where they had been 
entertained aud had every opportunity 
to advance the interests of the insur­ 
gents. Military sentiment disapproved 
of the Filipinos being lionized by the 
civilian element. General Otis, from 
ante-bellum experience and owing to 
the Filipinos’ fondness for discussion, 
maintained the attitude he assumed 
with the first commission. 
He had no 
offer to make the Filipinos save that 
they lay down their arms without 
terms. The army believed that if we 
intend to remain in the Philippine isl­ 
ands it would be cheaper in the long 
run to whip the insurgents so thor­ 
oughly that they will be glad of the op­ 
portunity to surrender rather than to 
parley with them and make terms which 
they might construe as a compromise. 
The army was also of the opinion that 
while the first course may cost more 
men and money in the beginning than 
the latter it will prove an effectual dam­ 
per upon future insurrection, whereas, 
if the war is ended by a compromise, 
the professional revolutionists among 
the Tagals may be encouraged to try 
again in a few years.

w ere in pro cess o f building th e tim ber 
abo ut the po nds w as felled up to the 
artificial w ater line, and in m any cases 
really valuable lum ber w as left to decay 
w here it fell. These dead trunk s fo rm ed, 
w hen the w ater ro se to its new er level, 
the ba.siso f these flo ating islands, w hich 
m ay be fo und in so m any o f th e lakes 
o f W ayne co unty. Inte rtw ining branch ­ 
es and tw igs o f the trees them selves and 
large quantitie s o f nnderbrush served 
to bind the lo gs to gether in so m ething

it. 
G radually a light, th in mo ld ac- 
cuHiiulated o n the island, and in th is 
mo ld birds planted seeds and grain, 
w hich, spro uting, gro w ing and finally 
dying and ro tting, did th eir p art in the 
m aking o f the who le. 
All o f the larger 
islands bear fro m o ne to a sco re o f trees, 
m any o f w hich have attained a co nsid­ 
erable gro w th. 
“ Yo u m igh t suppo se th a t to w alk 
upo n o r to fish fro m o ne o f these islands 
w o uld be a so urce o f so me danger, but, 
aside fro m an o ccasio nal w e tting o f the 
feet no accidents fro m th is cause have 
ever o ccurred, so far as I have been able 
to learn. 
The sensatio n pro duced by 
w alking o n a flo ating island is very 
sim ilar to th a t w hich yo u and I have 
bo th ex perienced w hen, as bo ys, w e ran

Yon city chaps have an idea that all of 
northern Pennsylvania is Pike county 
in expansion, hut you were never so 
much mistaken about anything in your 
lives. 
Pike county is all very well in 
its way. lint its way runs to fish liars 
and rattlesnakes. 
Now, Wayne has 
none of tile latter, but of the former 
well, talk about Pike county fishing! 
Young fellow, Pike county isn’t 
marker to Wayne when it comes to 
downright, honest, clean cut piscatorial 
sport. Pike may lie about it better, but 
when you come to sift the facts from 
the fiction before an investigating com­ 
mission you’ll find that Wayne catches 
the biggest trout and the fightingest 
bass every time, and don’t you forget it 
“ Hut I started to tell you about the 
floating islands in the old county. 
Way back in the twenties the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal company gouged a 
channel in the face of the earth from 
Rondont to Honesdale and called it a 
canal. For reservoirs and feeders to this 
canal the level of ponds and lakes along 
the route was raised by means of dams 
from 12 to 20 feet. 
While the dams 
were in process of building the timber 
about the ponds was felled up to the 
artificial water line, and in many cases 
really valuable lumber was left to decay 
where it fell. These dead trunks formed, 
when the water rose to its newer level, 
the basis of these floating islands, which 
may be found in so many of the lakes 
of Wayne county. Intertwining branch­ 
es and twigs of the trees themselves and 
large quantities of underbrush served 
to bind the logs together in something 
like a solid mass, thereby forming rafts 
of more or less buoyancy and size. 
In 
the course of time water weeds of va­ 
rious kinds attached themselves to the 
raft, and eventually became a part of 
it. 
Gradually a light, thin mold ac­ 
cumulated on the island, and in this 
mold birds planted seeds and grain, 
which, sprouting, growing and finally 
dying and rotting, did their part in the 
making of the whole.

A DIVERSITY OF TONGUES.

Perhaps to many people it will be a 
great surprise to learn that a very con­ 
siderable percentage of the native born 
inhabitants of the British isles cannot 
apeak English. 
Naturally, the vast majority do use 
it as the language of their birth, but in 
Wales there are as many as £08,036 
persons who speak 
only W elsh, the 
mother 
tongue of 
the principality. 
Again, in the highlands of Scotland 
Gaelic is the colloquial language of 43,- 
73* persons, who are able to speak 
nothing else. Iii Ireland 82.121 sons of 
Erin can speak only Erse, the native 
Irish tongue. 
That Erse is being displaced by the 
tongue of the sister isle is made evident 
by the fact that the Rev. Joseph Bos­ 
worth, writing in 1848, gave Irish as 
the commonly spoken tongue of nearly 
3,000,000 inhabitants. 
At that time 
Welsh was spoken by 1,000 ,000 per­ 
sons. 
Strangely enough, while in Wales 
fewer people speak both English and 
Welsh than Welsh alone, in Scotland 
almost five times as many prcple use 
both languages as those who 
speak 
Gaelic only, aud in Ireland the propor­ 
tion is stiil greater, being 20 speaking 
both to one who is able to speak Irish 
only. 
Manx is spoken in the Isle of Man. 
The population of the island is 55,598. 
The people are of Celtic extraction, with 
an intermixture of Norwegian.

This will naturally prolong life, for 
these are the two elements which tend 
to bring about the state of old age. 
It 
might be said, perhaps,that the accumu­ 
lation of phosphates and lime *.alts in 
the system and the lack of oxidization 
in the blood are the factors of old age. 
Therefore when it becomes possible to 
elim inate the salts and continue the 
oxidization of the blood it will be possi­ 
ble to defer the period of senility. 
“Of course the same holds true or ail 
the disorders incident to such a state, 
and t h e treatm ent of such disorders will 
be possible by reaching the cause. Some 
phases of beert disease and anaemia, 
rrauy forms of chronic rheumatism and 
the endless chain of nervous disordera 
can thus be reached.

Grim Is A lso Charged W ith Loafing 
A bout Saloons—In subordination and Un­ 


becom ing Conduct. 


Mayor Bough today anspended Officers 
John Wban and Arthur Grim until the 
next 
regular 
meeting 
of council, 
June IS. 
Whan is suspended on a charge of 
drinking intoxicating liquors while on 
duty and being intoxicated while on 
duty. 
Grim is suspended on a charge of 
drinking while on duty: of loafing and 
loitering about premises where intoxicat 
ing liquors are sold, and for insnbordl 
nation and conduct unbecoming au 
officer. 
The charge of drinking while on duty 
is covered by Section 19 of the city police 
ordinances which says: 
Members of the police force are 
strictly forbidden to drink any kinds of 
liquor, including beer, ale or wine, un 
der any pretense whatever, while on 
duty; they are forbidden, while on duty, 
to enter upon any premises where any 
kind of liqnor is sold or fam ished, ex 
cepting when bo directed by the mayor 
or marshal, or when called upon by the 
owner to quell an existing disturbance, 
or to prevent an 
actual threatened 
breach of the peace.” 
The other charge against Grim is gov 
ered by section 21: “ Members of the 
police force are forbidden to loaf or 
citer about any premises where intoxi 
cating liquors are sold. 
Any member 
violating shall be dismissed from the 
force.” 
Section 246 says: “ The mayor shall 
lave control of the policemen, with 
power to suspend any officer for neglect 
of duty, misconduct and other sufficient 
cause, and may appoint other persons of 
the reserve police force to fill such tem 
porary vacancy. 
The mayor shall re­ 
port each suspension, with the cause, 
t;o conncil at its next regular meeting, 
the same to be immediately inquired 
into by council, and the officer so 
charged shall be farther suspended, rein 
stated or expelled, as Connell may de 
term ini.”

June 18. 
Whan is suspended on a charge of 
drinking intoxicating liquors while on 
duty and being intoxicated while on 
duty. 
Grim is suspended on a charge of 
drinking while on doty: of loafing and 
loitering about premises where intoxicat­ 
ing liquors are sold, and for insubordi­ 
nation and conduct unbecoming an 
officer. 
The charge of drinking while on duty 
is covered by Section 19 of the city police 
ordinances which says: 
“ Members of the police force are 
strictly forbidden to drink any kinds of 
liquor, including beer, ale or wine, un- 
der any pretense whatever, while on 
d u ty ; thev are forbidden, while on duty, 
to enter upon any premises where any 
kind of liquor is sold or furnished, ex­ 
cepting when so directed by the mayor 
or marshal, or when called upon by the 
owner to quell an existing disturbance, 
or to prevent an 
actual threatened 
breach of the peace.” 
The other charge against Grim is cov­ 
ered by section 21: “ Members of the 
police force are forbidden to loaf or 
loiter about any premises where intoxi­ 
cating liquors are sold. 
Any member 
violating shall be dismissed from the 
force.” 
Section 246 says: “ The mayor shall 
have control of the policemen, with 
power to suspend any officer for neglect 
of duty, misconduct and other sufficient 
cause, and may appoint other persons of 
the reserve police force to fill such tem ­ 
porary vacancy. 
The mayor shall re­ 
port such suspension, with the cause, 
to council at its next regular meeting, 
the same to be immediately inquired 
into by council, and the officer so 
charged shall be further suspended, rein­ 
stated or expelled, as council may de­ 
termine:”

When I left the island, we had about 
15,000 people working on the roads, 
earning SO cents a day, American mon­ 
ey. The average wages paid to laborers 
on the plantations in Porto Rico are 36 
cents in American money. 
I bad the 
work begun on the roads for two main 
reasons. The first was to alleviate as 
much as possible the suffering, which 
was somewhat prevalent, and the sec­ 
ond was to enable the planters, by 
means of the improved roads, to trans­ 
port their products from the interior to 
the shore and about the island at a 
smaller cost than was formerly paid. 
“ I consider that the prosperity of the 
ieland has been fairly launched. By the 
careful fathering of the industries, to 
which attention is generally paid at 
present on the island, Porto Rico will 
become a good place for Americans in 
winter and for the Porto Ricans all the 
year around. 
It is no trouble to teach 
the people of the island our ways; the 
difficulty is in getting the teachers for 
that purpose. It will take several gen­ 
erations to make the radical changes 
necessary to bring the people to our 
standard. As you know, there are down 
there two political parties, the Liberals 
and the Radicals. Out of the Radical 
party lias grown a party which has 
come to be known as the Republican 
party, and this party includes in its 
numbers many of the best classes of the 
Porto Ricans. They believe that by 
adopting our political and general cus­ 
toms they will place themselves in a 
good light with the government here. 
They want to govern themselves, but 
they see tho situation as it really is and 
are doing their best to assist our offi­ 
cials there in the hope of gaining a 
foothold for themselves in time to come. 
The Liberals are mostly Spaniards and 
are the more powerful now, although 
they are hard pressed by their oppo­ 
nents. 
“ As to the climate, I should say that 
Porto Rico was no place for a white 
man in summer, because a man from 
the United States must become accli­ 
mated before he can live there all the 
year around, and he is likely to die 
while he is being acclimated. The three 
great crops of the island are sugar, to­ 
bacco and coffee. The coffee is admitted 
to the United States free of duty, but 
the sugar and tobacco are dutiable. The 
only market for these products is in this 
country, as Spain no longer takes them. 
There is a crying need for an open mar­ 
ket. 
Jnst to show you the difficulties 
under w h i c h the planters here are work­ 
ing, I will say that they now have in 
their warehouses two years’ crops of 
sugar and tobacco, and the Porto Rican 
bankers refuse to loan any money on 
futures because they don’t know what 
action our government will take » the

Brigadier General Gay V. Henry, 
formerly military governor of Porto 
Rico, who arrived at New York with 
his family on the transport McPherson 
from San Juan the other day, said to 
the reporters who met him when the 
transport reached her pier that he was 
feeling well, bot he acknowledged that 
his labors in Porto Rico had worn him 
ont to some extent and that be needed 
a rest. 
“ I am back here,” said General 
Henry, “ for that very reason. My work 
has been long and hard, and both Mrs. 
Henry and I will rest for some time, 
we hope, before we do anything more 
that savors of luird work. 
“ Early in December,” said General 
Henry in answer to a request to give a 
brief outline of his work as governor 
general, “ I took command in Porto 
Rico as governor general. 
After a stay 
of four months in the island, working 
and living among the people, I can say 
that I found the people there friendly 
to the United States and easily guided 
by kindness. 
In view of their habits, 
language and conditions, which are all 
materially different from ours, I should 
say that American interests should be 
introduced gradually. 
The policy in­ 
augurated by me when I went there as 
commanding general, and the policy 
which I still consider eminently proper. 
is to place in office the best of the na­ 
tives and to encourage them to adopt 
our ideas of government and morals. I 
asserted my military power only when 
it was necessary to do so. 
Yon can 
easily realize that the customs of 400 
years cannot be changed in as many 
days. 
In the end, however, I am con­ 
fident that the people will be fitted for 
a form of territorial government. 
On 
the other hand, it will take some time 
to bring that abont. The better classes 
in Porto Rico are as refined and as well 
educated probably as the corresponding 
classes in the United States. 
“ Porto Rico is, it must be realized, 
a place for the capitalist rather than for 
the poor man. There are thousands of 
natives there now without employment. 
When I left the island, we had about 
15.000 people working on the roads, 
earning SO cents a day, American mon­ 
ey. The average wages paid to laborers 
on the plantations in Porto Rico are 36 
cents in American money. 
I had the 
work begun on the roads for two main 
reasons. The first was to alleviate as 
much as possible the suffering, which 
was somewhat prevalent, and the sec­ 
ond was to enable the planters, by 
means of the improved roads, to trans­ 
port their products from the interior to 
the shore and abont the island at a 
smaller cost than was formerly paid. 
“ I consider that the prosperity of the 
island has been fairly launched. By the 
careful fathering of the industries, to 
which attention is generally paid at 
present on the island, Porto Rico will 
become a good place for Americans in 
winter anil for the Porto Ricans all the 
year around. 
It is no trouble to teach 
the people of the island our ways; the 
difficulty is in getting the teachers for 
that purpose. It will take several gen­ 
erations to make the radical changes 
necessary to bring the people to our 
standard. As you know, there are down 
there two political parties, the Liberals 
and the Radicals. 
Out of the Radical 
party lias grown a party which has 
come to be known as the Republican 
party, and this party includes in its 
numbers many of the best classes of the 
Porto Ricans. 
They believe that by 
adopting our political and general cus­ 
toms they will place themselves in a 
good light w ith the government here. 
They want to govern themselves, but 
they see tho situation as it really is and 
are doing their best to assist our offi­ 
cials there in the hope of gaining a 
foothold for themselves in time to come. 
The Liberals are mostly Spaniards and 
are the more powerful now, although 
they are hard pressed by their oppo­ 
nents. 
“ As to the climate, I should say that 
Porto Rico was no place for a white 
man in summer, because a man from 
the United States must become accli­ 
mated before he can live there all the 
year around, and he is likely to die 
while he is being acclimated. The three 
great crops of the island are sugar, to­ 
bacco and coffee. The coffee is admitted 
to the United States free of duty, but 
the sugar and tobacco are dutiable. The 
only market for these products is in this 
country, as Spain no longer takes tin rn. 
There is a crying need for an open mar­ 
ket. 
Just to show you the difficulties 
under which the planters here are work­ 
ing, I will say that they now have in 
their warehouses two years’ crops of 
sugar aud tobacco, aud the Porto Rican 
bankers refuse to loan any money on 
fntures because they don’t know what 
action our government will take in the 


questions which have*conte ap. 
“ The soil is very fertile, and the 
planters grow sugar and tobacco, one 
right after the other, on the same 
ground. They do not, however, in doing 
this look forward to the time when the 
soil will become impoverished; then 
they will have to use fertilizers. 
They 
grow their tobacco all over the island, 
from the depths of the valleys to the 
tops of the mountains, just as is done 
in North Carolina. 
This tobacco, too, 
they raise very well, but they don’t 
know how to cure it well 
The caring 
with them seems to be a lost art, and 
their tobacco doesn’t bring them more 
than 75 per cent of what it ought to 
return to them. 
“ One great trouble with the Porto 
Ricans is their lack of sanitation and 
tile adoption of common sense measures 
to keep their houses and towns health­ 
ful. 
Home time ago I commissioned 
Captain Davidson of the Fifth infantry 
to look into that matter and to clean up 
the towns as much as possible, especial­ 
ly San Juan. 
In a short time he has 
cleaned up, with the men nuder him 
over I,HOU cesspools and sinks and is 
improving conditions wonderfully. ” 
General Henry was asked to say some­ 
thing of Senor Munoz Rivero, ex-eecre- 
tary of state in the insular cabinet, 
who bas been publishing letters in his 
organ, the Dernoeraeia, at San Juan de 
Porto Rico. in which he says that Gen­ 
eral Henry was not removed because he 
was ill, but because he was “ impossi­ 
ble” and was making error after error. 
Rivero came to this country lately to 
present a petition of the Porto Rican 
planters to the government at Wash­ 
ington. 
General Henry laughed when 
Rivero’s name was mentioned. 
“ W hy.” said General Henry, “ that 
man is not worth any serious attention. 
His letters and utterances are absurd. 
He is a representative of the Sagasta 
stamp of Porto Ricans. 
He is out for 
Senor Rivero and nothing else. 
Yon 
see, I discharged him, and that is rea­ 
son enough for bis utterances. 
He 
wished to make appointments irrespec­ 
tive of my wishes, and be had to go. It 
would be a very bad thing for Porto 
Rico if he ever got back into power. 
He says that I was not liked by the 
Porto Ricans, does he? 
Well, the ova­ 
tion we received when we left San Juan 
ought to disprove that.” 
General Henry wae asked if the in­ 
ability of some capitalists to obtain 
franchises in Porto Rico bad caused 
trouble which resulted in his removal 
from the governorship of the island. 
“ I was removed,” said General Hen­ 
ry, “ because of my beaith. I was some­ 
what broken down by my work.” 
General Henry said that he expected 
to be called to service somewhere else 
before long.—New York Son.

The young man then stepped outside 
Turning around to his business asso 
enates, Mr. Flower said, with a twinkle 
in his eye: 
“ Gentlemen, I am now going to hold 
an auction sale, and am prepared to 
offer you some bargains.” 
Mr. Flower then brought forth from 
his desk a small package of jewelry, 
with a few diamond articles among 
them, and explained that these bac 
been put up as collateral for a loan, 
which was to be closed ont. Mr. Flower 
used to be a jeweler and was familiar 
with the value of such things. Without 
further explanation be began to auc­ 
tion off the articles one by one, and the 
men around him entered into the spirit 
of the performance, and each bought 
one or two things.

E x p e rim e n t of B re e d in g S ilv e r G ray 
Poxes In M aine Snoceeeful. 
The experiment of breeding silver 
gray foxes in Maine is likely to prove a 
success. 
The so called “ Dutch pre­ 
serves” on an island off the coast of 
Lincoln county now holds 41 foxes, old 
and young, and the proprietor bas late­ 
ly refused an offer of $5,000 for the 
foxes and good will of the business. In 
Bowerbank a few men from Dover have 
fenced in 300 acres of land, stocking it 
w ith 800 rabbits and five foxes, which 
have wintered all right. Thia spring the 
three female foxes gave birth to 16 
pups, l l of which were white. One un­ 
natural mother had killed her three 
gray offspiing before the keeper arriv ­ 
ed to prevent the crime. 
The w hite 
paps have been kept alive and are now 
able to play out in the yard. 
They are 
w ideaw ake little fellows and bid fair to 
reach m aturity in good health. 
The high price of silver gray pelts 
has greatly stim ulated the breeding of 
these foxes. Until a year ago the high­ 
est price paid for a silver gray skin was 
$125, and none but the very best and 
finest fur commanded this price. Since 
then the value of these pelts has nearly 
doubled. 
Fur dealers in New York are 
sending out circulars in which fine sil­ 
ver grays are quoted at $250 to $275. A 
few days ago Mr. Fletcher, the cnsto- 
dian and chief proprietor of the Bower­ 
bank preserve, refused $500 for a pair 
of silver gray pups. 
He says they are 
worth fully $1,000 a pair and does not 
care to sell them at th at price.—New 
York Sun.

Brigadier General G ay V. Henry, 
formerly m ilitary governor of Porto 
Rico, who arrived at New York w ith 
his fam ily on the transport McPherson 
from San Jnan the other day, said to 
the reporters who m et him when the 
transport reached her pier th at he was 
feeling well, b at he acknowledged that 
his labors in Porto Rico had worn him 
o at to some extent and th at he needed 


a rest. 
“ I am back bere,” said General 
Henry, “ for th at very reason. My work 
has been long and hard, and both Mrs. 
Henry and I will rest for some time, 


qnestions which have'conte up. 
“The soil is very fertile, and the 
planters grow sngar and tobacco, one 
rig h t after the other, on the same 
ground. They do not, however, in doing 
this look forw ard to the tim e when the 
soil will become im poverished; then 
they will have to nee fertilizers. 
They 
grow their tobacco all over the island, 
from the depths of the valleys to the 
tops of the m ountains, jn st as is done 
in N orth Carolina. 
T his tobacco, too, 
they raise very well, but they don’t 
know how to cure it welL

their tobacco doesn’t bring them more 
than 75 per cent of w hat it ought to 
return to them.

“ Early in December,” said General 
Henry in answer to a request to give a 
brief outline of his work as governor 
general, “ I took command in Porto 
Rico as governor general. 
A fter a stay 
of four m onths in the island, working 
and living among the people, I can say 
th at I found the people there friendly 
to the U nited States and easily guided 
by kindness. 
In view of their habits, 
language and conditions, which are all 
m aterially different from ours, I should 


s a y th a t Am erican interests should be 
introduced gradually. 
The policy in­ 
augurated by me when I w ent there as 
commanding general, and the polit y 
which I still consider eminently proper. 
is to place in office the best of the na­ 
tives and to encourage them to adopt 
our ideas of governm ent and morals. 
I 
asserted my m ilitary power only when 
it was necessary to do so. 
You can 
easily realize th at the customs of 400 
years cannot be changed in as many 
days. In the end, however, I am con­ 
fident th at the people will be fitted for 
a form of territorial government. 
On 
the other hand, it will take some tim e 
to bring th at about. The better classes 
in Porto Rico are as refined and ae well 
educated probably as the corresponding 
classes in the U nited States. 
“ Porto Rico is, it m ust be realized, 
a place for the capitalist rather than for 
the poor man. 
There are thousands of 
natives there now w ithout employment. 
W hen I left the island, we had about 
15,000 people working on the roads, 
earning 80 cents a day, American m on­ 
ey. The average wages paid to laborers 
on the plantations in Porto Rico are 36 
cents in Am erican money. 
I had the 
work begun on the roads for tw o main 
reasons. 
The first was to allev iaters 
m uch as possible the suffering, which 
was somewhat prevalent, and the sec­ 
ond was to enable the planters, by 
means of the improved roads, to trans­ 
port their products from the interior to 
the shore and about the island at a 
smaller cost than was formerly paid. 
“I consider th at the prosperity of the 
island has been fairly launched. By the 
careful fathering of the industries’ to 
which attention is generally paid at 
present on the island, Porto Rico will 
become a good place for Am ericans in 
w inter and for the Porto Ricans all the 
year around. 
It is no trouble to teach 
the people of the island our ways; the 
difficulty is in getting the teachers for 
th at purpose. It will take several gen­ 
erations to make the radical changes 
necessary to bring the people to our 
standard. As you know, there are down 
there two political parties, the Liberals 
and the Radicals. 
Out of the Radical 
party has grown a party which has 
come to be known as the Republican 
party, and this party includes in its 
num bers many of the best classes of the 
Porto Ricans. 
They believe th at by 
adopting our political and general cus­ 
toms they will place themselves in a 
good light w ith the governm ent here. 
They w ant to govern themselves, but 
they see tho situation as it really is and 
are doing their best to assist our offi­ 
cials there in the hope of gaining a 
foothold for themselves in tim e to come. 
The Liberals are mostly Spaniards and 
are the more powerful now, although 
they are hard pressed by their oppo­ 
nents. 
“ As to the climate, I should nay th at 
Porto Rico was no place for a white 
man in summer, because a m an from 
the United States m ust become accli 
m ated before he can live there all the 
year aronnd, and he is likely to die 
while he is being acclimated. The three 
great crops of the island are sugar, to 
bacco and coffee. The coffee is admittee 
to the U nited States free of duty, but 
the sugar and tobacco are dutiable. The 
only m arket for these products is in this 
country, as Spain no longer takes them. 
There i9 a crying need for an open m ar­ 
ket. 
Ju st to show you the difficulties 
under which the planters here are work­ 
ing, I will say that they now have in 
their warehouses two years crops of 
sngar and tobacco, and the Porto Rican 
bankers refuse to loan any money on 
futures because they don’t know what 
action onr governm ent will take » the

There is no gratitude in the 
Filipino If we baby him, we w ill never 
end the war. and what we want to do 
is to end the war with the loss of as 
few of our comrades as possible and go 
home The devil may have the country 
so far as we care. We don’t want it. ” 
Experiment 
has been 
made with 
Chinese as litter bearers. Already each 
regiment has several as cooks and car­ 
riers 
How they would act under fire 
was a subject for general speculation. 
Almost without exception they did 
their work as calmly as if the bullets 
were not whistling about them. 
The 
conduct of our men. as regards looting, 
is superior. 
“There ain’t anything in 
this country worth takin g,” said a 
Kansas man, “ and if there was, how is 
a man going to carry it off when he’s 
on the firing line and has 200 rounds of 
ammunition and a day’s rations in his 
.haversack ?”

The Colt threw as many 
bullets as a company of artillery, the 
number of lives exposed being only

T hat Mr. Rogers’ politeness resulted 
in the death of its recipient cannot he 
said w ith certainty, for the latter was 
an invalid, and his chances of escape 
would have been small wherever he 
happened to be seated. 
Assisted by an 
attendant, he entered the car at a time 
when there were no two adjacent seats 
vacant. 
There was one vacant chair 
next to Mr. Rogers, however, at the 
rear end cf the car. 
As the two newcomers looked about 
them in perplexity. Rogers, who is a 
Paterson lawyer, arose and beckoned to 
them. 
The invalid, an elderly man, 
thanked him warmly as the attendant 
and himself seated themselves side by 
side. 
As for the polite lawyer, he took 
possession of an unoccupied chair far­ 
ther forward, facing two strangers, 
who afterw ard proved to be United 
States Senator Boies Penrose and Gen­ 
eral E. Burd Grubb. 
It was only a moment or two later 
th at the catastrophe overtook the train. 
The elderly invalid was crushed to 
death in the tw inkling of an eye. 
The 
attendant was seriously injured. 
Rpg- 
ers escaped almost w ithout a scratch. 
So did Senator Penrose and General 
Grubb. 
Rescuers on the outside tore 
out the window for them, and they 
wriggled to freedom. Not until then did 
they learn the shocking character of 
the disaster. Senator Penrose and Gen­ 
eral G rubb turned gravely to one an­ 
other and shook hands.

turned to Rogers and shook hands with 
him in turn.

take place in a club where no games 
were supposed to go on 
The colonel 
drove to town, met the enemy and a 
num ber of friends, had drinks all around 
and the two men sat in for a single 
handed game. They commenced at $100 
jack pots, and at first the colonel’s luck 
stuck to him.

“ I read about the floating islands off 
the month of the Mississippi the other 
d ay ,” said the veracious man from 
Honesdale, Pa. 
‘‘That reminded me 
that my own little old county can boast 
a few islands of the sort. W hat comity I 
Wayne, young man. 
Y ou’ll find it on 
the maps due north of Pike county. 
Yon city chaps have an idea that all of 
northern Pennsylvania is Pike county 
in expansion, hut yon were never so 
much mistaken about anything in your 
lives. 
Pike county is all very well in 
its way. but its way runs to fish liars 
and rattlesnakes. 
Now, W ayne has 
none of tile latter, but of the f o rm e r- 
well, talk about Pike county fishing! 
Young fellow, Pike county isn’t a 
marker to W ayne when it comes to 
downright, honest, clean cut piscatorial 
sport. Pike may lie about it better, but 
when you come to sift the facts from 
the fiction before an investigating com­ 
mission you’ll find that W ayne catches 
the biggest trout and the fightingest 
bass every time, and don’t you forget it. 
“ But I started to tell you about the 
floating islands in the old county. 
Way back in the twenties the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal company gouged a 
channel in the face of the earth from 
Rondont to Honesdale and called it a 
canal. For reservoirs and feeders to this 
canal the level of ponds and lakes along 
the route was raised by means of dams 
from 12 to ‘20 feet. 
W hile the dams 
were in process of building the timber 
about the ponds was felled up to the 
artificial w ater line, and in many cases 
really valuable lumber was left to decay 
where it fell. These dead trunks formed, 
when the w ater rose to its newer level, 
the basi^of these floating islands, which 
may be found in so many of the lakes 
of Wayne county. Intertw ining branch­ 
es and twigs of the trees themselves and 
large quantities of underbrush served 
to bind the logs together in something 
like a solid mass, thereby forming rafts 
of more or less buoyancy and size. 
In 
the course of time water weeds of va­ 
rious kinds attached themselves to the 
raft, and eventually became a part of 
it. 
Gradually a light, thin mold ae­ 
on initiated on the island, and in this 
mold birds planted seeds and grain, 
which, sprouting, growing and finally 
dying and rotting, did their part in the 
making of the whole. All of the larger 
islands bear from one to a score of trees, 
many of which have attained a consid­ 
erable growth. 
Yon m ight suppose th at to walk 
upon or to fish from one of these islands 
would be a source of some danger, but, 
aside from an occasional w etting of the 
feet no accidents from this cause have 
ever occurred, so far us I have been able 
to learn. 
The sensation produced by 
walking on a floating island is very 
similar to that which you and I have 
both experienced when, as boys, we ran 
on thin, young ice, or thicker old and 
rotten ice. 
You remember how the ice 
used to bend under your weight as you 
ran across it, sometimes sinking nearly 
a foot and then with the next step ris­ 
ing to meet yon, possibly throwing yon 
and perhaps giving yon a ducking? 
Well, it s the same way with the float­ 
ing islands, but with the element of 
danger eliminated. It has the same fas­ 
cination. 
“ Strange as it may seem, very few of 
these floating islands have become per­ 
manently anchored to the bottom of the 
lakes. 
They are as nomadic and as un­ 
settled in their habits as the Arab. 
They lack w hat we country people call 
stick-to-itiveness. 
They are the con- 
trariest cusses that ever 
happened. 
Sometimes a mere breath of wind will 
send one of them scooting from one end 
of the lake to the other and again you 
couldn’t budge that same island with 
a IOO ton. compound freight locomotive 
and a political pull. 
Once thoroughly 
domesticated, however, they make ex­ 
cellent weather vanes, for they invaria­ 
bly seek the lee shore of the lake. 
‘I recall a peculiar thing that hap­ 
pened years ago to the island in White 
Oak pond, near Aldeuville, some eight 
or nine miles to the north and west of 
Honesdale. By the way, this particular 
island is the largest of the lot : so large, 
in fact, th at the center rises fully ten 
feet above the water line. 
The farmer 
owning this island proposed erecting a 
summer house on the elevation, but 
was obliged to give it up owing to his 
inability to lay a proper foundation 
without driving piles, and to do that 
would result in nailing the island to 
tho bottom. 
“ Well, as I was going to say, this is­ 
land one day sloped with a southwest 
zephyr, which promptly deserted as 
soon as it had got its consort into the 
middle of tho lake. 
There it floated in 
a sultry summer sun, with no means of 
motion in itself aud milking time ap 
proaching. 
Presently the **dge of a lit 
tie breeze from the northwest struck 
the wanderer on the port quarter aud 
things began to look a little brighter. 
Unfortunately for the island, however, 
Bt about the same moment that the first 
gust landed a wind of equal intensity 
came up from the southeast and its 
edge caught the island on the starboard

Naturally, the vast majority do use 
it as the language of their birth, hut in 
Wales there are as many as 608,0^6 
persons who speak 
only Welsh, the 
mother 
tongue of 
the principality. 
Again, in the highlands of Scotland 
Gaelic is the colloquial language of 48,- 
788 persons, who are able to speak 
nothing else. 
In Ireland 32,121 sons of 
Erin can speak only Erse, the native 
Irish tongue. 
That Erse is being displaced by the 
tongue of the sister isle is made evident 
by the fact that the Rev. Joseph Bos­ 
worth, w riting in 1848, gave Irish as 
the commonly spoken tongue of nearly 
3,000,000 inhabitants. 
At that time 
Welsh was spoken by 1,000 ,000 per­ 
sons. 
. 
Strangely enough, while in Wales 
fewer people speak both English and 
Welsh than Welsh alone, iii Scotland 
almost five times as many people use 
both languages as those who 
speak 
Gaelic only, aud in Ireland the propor­ 
tion is still greater, being 20 speaking 
both to one who is able to speak Irish 
only. 
Manx is spoken in the Isle of Man. 
The population of the island is 55,598. 
The people are of Celtic extraction, with 
an interm ixture of Norwegian. The is­ 
land was under the rule of Norway 
from 870 to 1263 A. D. Both Manx and 
English are used in the promulgation 
of any new law in the island. 
The Channel islands have a popula­ 
tion of about 92,000, and the language 
spoken is French. 
Thus six languages 
are used in the British isles.

The elixir of life sought by explorers 
and philosophers, from Ponce De Leon 
to Brown-Sequard, has at last been 
I found, if the expectations of a country 
physician from Green City. Mo., are 
realized. This doctor’s name is B. F. 
Roberts, and so thoroughly has he im ­ 
pressed Chicago physicians who have 
experimented with his elixir that sev­ 
eral have undertaken extensive experi­ 
ments with the new panacea. 
On his farm near Green City Dr. Rob­ 
erts has raised a large herd of goats, 
and it is from these prosaic animals 
that the fluid of youth is to be secured 
"Life cells” from the lymphatic glands 
of goats are removed with great care 
and preserved from all infection.

" I do not like to speak of anything 
of this kind.” said he, "because it 
seems so sensational that it is likely to 
be disbelieved and may lead to severe 
criticism by the profession. I was asso­ 
ciated with Dr. Roberts in his experi­ 
ments in Chicago and will carry on 
some more along the same line. He bas 
taken up the work advanced by Alexan­ 
der Poe hi of St. Petersburg and Brown* 
Sequrad and has made novel and valu­ 
able advances. 
"The general plan of treatm ent is to 
find a method of elimination of certain 
deposits and of oxidization of blood. 
This will naturally prolong life, for 
these are the two elements which tend 
to bring about the state of old age. 
It 
might be said, perhaps.that the accumu­ 
lation of phosphates and lime salts in 
the system and the lack of oxidization 
in the blood are the factors of old age. 
Therefore when it becomes possible to 
elim inate the salts and continue the 
oxidization of the blood it will be possi­ 
ble to deftr the period of senility.

converted into steam at a pressure of 
about 150 pounds per square inch by 
means of low tension electricity, and 
Hie cartridge should be made of such 
z-reogth that it would burst al aooui 


this pressure. When tne torce set at no 
eirty would break down the coal. When 
the cartridge bursts, the wire is fused 
and the electric circuit is broken, so 
that there is no further risk of ignition 
of firedamp or coal dust 
Mr. Schaw 
maintains that the force developed by 
the water cartridge will be sufficient 
to break down the undercut coal in a

Grim is suspended on a charge of 
drinking while on doty : of loafing and 
loitering about premises where intoxicat­ 
ing liquors are sold, and for insubordi­ 
nation 
aud oondnct unbecoming au 
officer. 
The charge of drinking while on duty 
is covered by Section 19 of the city police 
ordinances which sa y s: 
“ Members of the police force are 
strictly forbidden to drink any kinds of 
liquor, including beer, ale or wine, un­ 
der any pretense w hatever, while on 
duty ; thev are forbidden, while on duty, 
to enter upon any premises where any 
kind of liquor is sold or fam ished, ex­ 
cepting when so directed by the mayor 
or m arshal, or when called upon by the 
owner to quell an existing disturbance, 
or to prevent an 
actual threatened 
breach of the peace.” 
The other charge against Grim is cov­ 
ered by section 21 : 
“ Members of the 
police force are forbidden to loaf or 
loiter about any premises where intoxi­ 
cating liquors are sold. 
Any member 
violating shall be dismissed from the 
force.” 
Section 246 says: 
“ The mayor shall 
have control of the policemen, with 
power to suspend any officer for neglect 
of duty, misconduct and other sufficient 
cause, and may appoint other persons of 
the reserve police force to fill such tem ­ 
porary vacancy. 
The mayor shall re­ 
port such suspension, w ith the canso, 
to council at its next regular m eeting, 
the same to be im m ediately inquired 
into by council, and the officer so 
charged shall be farth er suspended, rein­ 
stated or expelled, as oouucll may de­ 
term ine:”

i p [ have known our men when they 
;vHe sn tired they could scarcely walk 


to bring them in on stretchers from 
considerable distances. 
But a doctor 


never approaches a wounded Filipino 
without his revolver draw n and before 
treating him makes certain that he is 


not armed 
The Filipino is a Malay, 
and he is treacherous. 
He will fire at 
our troops as long as he can, and when 
be gees that he is captured he will 
throw away his gun and throw up his 
hands and protest th at he has not been 


firing at all 
The dead Filipinos who are on the 
main road are buried as fast as we ad­ 
vance 
The stench comes from their 
bodies which are in the bushes and out 
of sight, and it must be said th at the 
authorities make little effort to find 
them 
It were better if a little care 
were taken in this respect to protect the 
health of our troops if for no other rea­ 
son It is idle to question the feeling of 
our troops toward the Filipinos. 
Their 
hatred of them is intense. 
More than 
one wounded Filipino has fired on the 
Am erican who was doing him a good 
deed The sentiment of the average vol­ 
unteer is expressed by one of them thus 
“ We came out here to fight Spain, 
uot to tight Filipinos. 
Now that the 
war with Spain is over we are kept 
hack here chasing through brush after 


black men 
who w on’t 
stand their 
ground. 
Our comrades have been shot 
down in a cause in which we don’t 
believe 
There is no g ratitude in the 
Filipino 
If we baby him, we will never 


end the war. and w hat we w ant to do 
is to end the war w ith the loss of as 
few of our comrades as possible and go 
home The devil may have the country 
so far as we care. We d o n ’t want it. ” 
Experiment 
bas 
been 
made with 
Chinese as litter bearers. Already each 
regiment has several as cooks and car­ 
riers 
How they would act under fire 
was a subject for general speculation. 
Almost without exception they did 
their work as calmly as if the bullets 
were not whistling about them. 
The 
conduct of our men, ae regards looting, 
is superior 
“ There a in ’t anything in 
this country worth ta k in g ,” said a 
Kansas man, “ aud if there was, how is 
a man going to carry it off when he’s 
on the firing line and has 200 rounds of 
ammunition and a d ay ’s rations in his 
haversack ?’ 
I have yet to hear of a wounded 
American soldier groaning or wailing, 
except w hen he was unconscious. Those 
who were hit are happy ; they have a 
souvenir. 
A man who does not have 
his wounds attended to at once some­ 
times asserts his right as an American 
citizen 
One who had been hit in the 
throat (the bullet had traveled along 
his collar bone, under his akin and out 
of bis nose), hurried down the road in 
search of a doctor and called out, sput­ 
tering through the blood in his mouth, 
“These fir-d aid packages are all right, 
but a man can’t doctor himself when 
he is all full of holes I” 
The IOU Filipinos who surrendered at 
Malenta did not surrender to the K an­ 
sas 
men— they snrrendered 
to 
the 
steady, passionless fire of the Colt, 
which was distributing with the nicety 
‘cf a hose a stream of bullets back and 
forth across the top of the trenches. 
Smokeless powder would not even allow 
tb» m the boon of knowing whence the 
stream came. 
T h e Colt threw as many 
bullets as a company of artillery, the 
number of lives exposed being only 
those of the three men who are required 
to work 
the gun. 
The great moral 
effect of both shell and automatic gun 
tire bas been demonstrated in every en­ 
gagement against the Filipinos. 
At Malenta the major, the lieutenant 
aud Colonel Funston, with a company 
f the Twentieth Kansas, got about a 
hundred insurgents strongly posted on 
the other side of the river. 
It was the 
fight of the bridge across the Tuliaho 
river over again, only it was not so 
at Lieutenant Davis bad not pum p­ 
ed his Colt more than two minutes 
"hen up went a white flag from the 
"wks The Kansas men were not going 
J" tot a hundred prisoners get away 
from them, and they knew that the 
lianas and Penusylvanias, who were 
De«*r at hand, if they could cross the 
[!v’r first, might say they had taken 
he iou prisoners, for the pride of regi- 
vvith all volunteers is excessive. 
t ‘A-' eraI of the Kansas men stripped 
~ ark naked, leaped into the river and 
J" am over. A few of the insurgents at 
hHs 
picked up enough courage to 
re °n them, and Lieutenant Davis had 
the Colt another tw ist 
The 
i Kansans mounted the other side, 


and, running from Filipino to Filipino, 
took away their guns. while one Vili- 
pino said in Spanish, referring to the 
automatic guns. “ Too much b-r-r-r-. ” 
But the Kansans did not get the full 
hundred. All but 3U had sneaked away 
in the brush, while the Kansans were 
swimming the river. 
Colonel Funston 
came over officially in a beat later on 
to receive the surrender of the 30. 
When the Pennsylvania men heard 
of this, they were sad They like to see 
the Kansas men do well, but they don’t 
want to see them do better than them­ 
selves.

It was a simple act of courtesy, such 
as the civilized man does not think 
twice about, but it saved the life of 
James H. Rogers, a parlor car passen­ 
ger in the Reading express train that 
was wrecked the other night at Exeter 
Pa. 
That Mr. Rogers’ politeness resulted 
in the death of its recipient cannot be 
said with certainty, for the latter was 
an invalid, and his chances of escape 
would have been small wherever lie 
happened to be seated.

E x p e r i m e n t o f B r e e d i n g S t i v e r G r a y 
F o x e s In M a i n e S u c c e s s f u l . 
The experiment of breeding silver 
gray foxes in Maine is likely to prove a 
success. 
The so called “ Dutch pre­ 
serves” on an island off the coast of 
Lincoln county now holds 41 foxes, old 
and young, and the proprietor has late­ 
ly refused an offer of $5,000 for the 
foxes and good will of the business. In 
Bowerbank a few men from Dover have 
fenced in 300 acres of land, stocking it 
with 800 rabbits and five foxes, which 
have wintered all right. This spring the 
three female foxes gave birth to 16 
pups, 11 of which were white. One un 
natural mother had killed her three 
gray offspiing before the keeper arriv­ 
ed to prevent the crime. 
The white 
pups have been kept alive and are now 
able to play out in the yard. 
They are 
wideawake little fellows and bid fair to 
reach m aturity in good health. 
The high price of silver gray pelts 
has greatly stimulated the breeding of 
these foxes. Until a year ago the high­ 
est price paid for a silver gray skin was 
$125, and none but the very best and 
finest fur commanded this price. Since 
then the value of these pelts has nearly 
doubled. 
Fur dealers in New York are 
sending out circulars in which fine sil­ 
ver grays are quoted at $250 to $275. A 
few days ago Mr. Fletcher, the custo­ 
dian and chief proprietor of th** Bower­ 
bank preserve, refused $500 for a pair 
of silver gray pupa. 
He says they are 
worth fully $1,000 a pair ami does not 
care to sell them at that price. — New 
York Sun.

throw away his gun and throw up his 
hands and protest that he has not been 
tiring at all 
The dead Filipinos w ho are on the 
main road are buried as fast as w e ad­ 
vance 
The stench com es from their 
bodies which are in the bushes and out 
of sight, and it m ust be said that the 
anthorities make little effort to find 
them 
It were better if a little care 
were taken in this respect to protect the 
health of onr troops if for no other rea­ 
son 
It is idle to question the feeling of 
our troops toward the F ilipinos. 
Their 
hatred of them is intense. 
More than 
one wounded Filipino has fired on the 
American who was doing h im a good 
deed The sentim ent of the average vol­ 
unteer is expressed by one of them thus 
“ We came out here to fight Spain, 
not to tight Filipinos.

It was a sim ple art of courtesy, such 
as the civilized man does not thiuk 
tw ice about, but it saved the life of 
Jam es H. Rogers, a parlor car passen­ 
ger in the R eading express train that 
w as wrecked the other night at Exeter, 
Pa. 
T hat Mr. Rogers’ politeness resulted 
in the death of its recipient cannot be 
said w ith certainty, for the latter was 
an invalid, and his chances of escape 
w onld have been small wherever he 
happened to be seated. 
Assisted by an 
attendant, he entered the car at a time 
w hen there were no tw o adjacent seats 
vacant. 
There was one vacant chair 
next to Mr. Rogers, however, at the 
rear end of the car 
As the tw o newcom ers looked about 
them in perplexity, Rogers, who is a 
Paterson lawyer, arose and beckoned to 
them. 
The invalid, an elderly man, 
thanked him warm ly as the attendant 
and him self seated themselves side by 
side. 
As for the polite lawyer, he took 
possession of an unoccupied chair far­ 
ther 
forward, 
facing 
two strangers, 
w ho afterward proved to be United 
States Senator Boies Penrose and Gen­ 
eral E. Burd Grubb. 
It was only a moment or two later 
that the catastrophe overtook the train. 
The 
elderly invalid 
was crushed to 
death in the tw inkling of an eye. 
The 
attendant was seriously injured. 
Reg­ 
ers escaped almost w ithout a scratch. 
So did Senator Penrose and General 
Grubb. 
Rescuers on the outside tore 
out the window for them, and they 
wriggled to freedom. Not until then did 
they learn the shocking character of 
the disaster. Senator Penrose and G en­ 
eral Grubb turned gravely to one an­ 
other and shook 
hands. 
Then 
they 
turned to Rogers and shook hands with 
him in turn. 
Not long afterward the 
lawyer saw men lifting from the tangle 
of wood and iron the body of the in ­ 
valid to whom he had given his seat.—

When Colonel W allace heard that 
Welch was com ing to meet him, he 
calmly replied he would be ready. 
He 
said he had a lim it fixed, ?»nd, if the 
gambler w ent beyond that, he would 
drop out and let the money go. 
Welch 
came on, the colonel was notified and 
the date set for the game. 
It w as to 
take place in a club where no games 
were supposed to go on 
The colonel 
drove to town, met the enem y and a 
number of friends, had drinks all around 
and the tw o men sat in for a single 
handed game. They commenced at $100 
jack pots, and at first the colonel’s luck 
stuck to him. He won steadily, but the 
gam bler w as gam e and met him. 
At last the tide turned, and the cards 
began to fall to Pete. 
He won until all 
the gold iii front of W allace passed to 
his side of the table. 
W allace became 
fierce and took all kinds of chances, los­ 
ing his head in a manner, drinking 
heavily, w h ile his opponent coolly play­ 
ed his hands for all they wore worth. 
When W allace had passed iii his last 
stack, he pushed back bis chair and said 
his pile w as gone. Then lie said: 
“ W elch, y o u ’ve got an even $30,000 
there if yon w ill count it. 
I brought 
that m uch w ith me, and I m ay have 
been foolish 
I believe if I had more I 
could get it all from you in half a dozen 
hands. ” 
“ ITI gladly g ive you a chance, Colo 
nel 
Perhaps Rome of your friends here 
can accom m odate y o n ? ” 
Nobody spoke. The colonel rattled on 
the table. 
“ W e lc h ,” he said when the silence 
got oppressive, “ I have no more ready 
cash, but I have property that is as 
good as gold any day right here in this 
town 
I never did it before, but I w ill 
play yon 24 of my best slaves against 
$50,000. 
The negroes are worth fully 
that amount, as these gentlem en w ill 
testify. 
The slaves are the best in the 
state, but if you think the value too 
high w e can arrange it otherwise. W ill 
you finish the garnet” 
“ If these gentlem en say the slaves 
are worth that much, then fix your pa­ 
pers w hile I count this money. 
I never 
like to torn m y back to a good thing. ’ 
Everybody got up and took a drink 
on the new game. 
When the papers 
were arranged, the players got a new 
deck of cards, and there was not a word 
passed w hile the cards were being shuf­ 
fled. 
The sky was to be the lim it until 
the $50,000 was reached. 
W allace’s 
sporting blood was up, and he seemed 
determined to lose all quickly or get it 
back in the same sw ift gait. 
He took 
desperate chances in draw ing and ac­ 
cepted foolish beta 
The end was draw ing near. 
Welch 
was dealing, and bad shuffling on the 
previous hands had left considerable 
money in the pot. W elch was ahead on 
the winnings. The colonel looked at his 
hand and opened the pot for $1,000. 
Welch stretched 
his 
eyes and 
then 
looked at his hand. He raised it $1,000. 
W ithout raising his head the colonel 
raised back $2,000, and W elch saw it. 
He w ent $1 ,000 better, aud the colonel 
stopped raising. 
The players were less 
excited than any of the other men in 
the room. Pete took the cards aud asked 
the cclonel 
“ How m any?” 
“ T w o cards.” he said.

“ W ell, I ’ve got j u s t $10,000 bere you 
can have if you can get it, ” said Welch, 
and he tossed in the chip®. The colonel 
studied his hand. 
“ I ve got 
only 
$5,000,“ be said, 
“ and I think y o u ’ve got me. even if it 
is a bad thing to say. ” 
W ith that W allace tossed the cards 
on the table, and Welch took the pot. It 
was a clean case of bluff on P e te ’s part, 
as the cards subsequently ebowed.

colonel had held up a pair of jacks, bis 
openers, and an ace 
On the draw he 
caught an ace and a seven of diamonds. 
Welch had only a p»ir of fives'to start 
with, and he kept them with the rest 
of the hand. 
Wallace thought he was 
bluffing, but lost his nerve ut the wrong 
mom ent 
When the game ended, the 


colonel had barely $4, oho 
tie Dought 
oack tw o of his slaves that were lost, 
and the 22 went to W elch

FOX PRESERVES VALUABLE. 


E x p e r i m e n t o f B r e e d i n g S i l v e r G rn y 
F o v e a In M a in e S u c c e s s f u l . 
The experim ent of breeding silver 
gray foxes in M aine is likely to prove a 
success. 
The so called “ Dutch pre­ 
serves” on an island off the coast of 
Lincoln county now bolds 41 foxes, old 
and young, and the proprietor has late­ 
ly refused an offer of $5,000 for the 
foxes and good w ill of the business. 
In 
Bowerbank a few men from Dover have 
fenced in 300 acres of land, stocking it 
w ith 300 rabbits and five foxes, which 
have w intered all right. This spring the 
three fem ale foxes gave birth to 16 
pups, l l of which were white. One u n ­ 
natural mother had killed her three 
gray offspiing before the keeper arriv­ 
ed to prevent the crime. 
The w hite 
pups have been kept alive and are now 
able to play out in the yard. 
They are 
w id e a w a k e little fellow s and bid fair to 
reach m aturity in good health. 
The high price of silver gray pelts 
has greatly stim ulated the breeding of 
these foxes. 
Until a year ago the high 
est price paid for a silver gray skin was 
$125, and none but the very best and 
finest fur commanded this price. 
Since 
then the value of these pelts has nearly 
doubled. 
Fur dealers in N ew York are 
sending out circulars in w hich fine sib 
ver grays are quoted at $250 to $275. A 
few days ago Mr. Fletcher, the custo­ 
dian and chief proprietor of the Bower 
bank preserve, refused $500 for a pair 
of silver gray pups 
He says they are 
worth fully $1,000 u pair and does not 
care to sell them at that price. — Ne w 
York Sun.
